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On page 7 of the Examiner's Answer, the Examiner asserts tiiiat the "control means for 
issuing a request to said portable client computer system" via said wireless connection to disable 
said portable client computer system" recited in Claim 1 is disclosed by Comery in coL 2, lines 
3-12 as a power down ftuiction. In essence, the Examiner characterizes the recitation of "disable" 
as power down. But since Claun 1 recites a "disable" state and a 'low-power or off' state, and 
the "disable" state and the "low-power or off" state are different states, the Bxamincr cannot use 
Connery^B power down for the "disable" state as well as the "low-power or off" state. If the 
Examiner choose to characterize Connery*s power down as the "disable" state, then Cannery does 
not teach or suggest the "low-power or off" state. Otherwise, if the Examiner choose to 
characterize Connery^s power down as the "low-power or oS" state, then Cannery does not teach 
or suggest the "disable" state. 

On page 7 of the Examiner's Answer, the Examiner also asserts that "Connery specifically 
taught that the client computer could be disabled (col. 2, lines 3-12, coL 5, lines 18-26)." Col. 
2, lines 3-12 stales 

Tbc preisent mvention provide secure wake up or power management message protocol^ such as 
by adding a security feature to the Wake On LAN pac}f et itself ox Ijy providing an alternative 
secure maio^ge protocol for this fuxxction. Otiier aspects of the invention provide an extensible 
mechanism allowing for other commands and options to be specified within the secure message 
packet, such as remote power down^ remote reset, remote diagnostics, wake-up into boot ROM 
bypassing password^ prompts, or other system management and power management c<Hxnnands. 

Col. 5, lines 18-26 states 

The power management circuitry 30 repiesents a variety of available power management 
technology, which may be in^lemented in a so caUed green person computer. Green personal 
computers include a power management circuit 30 that allow for a personal computer to go 
con^iletely asleep, that is without power to the CPU, or to go to various levels of reduced 
functionality and power con5un:^tioi]i depending on the particular environment of the device. 

It is clear that Cannery does not specifically teach that a client computer can be disabled because 
the word "disable" was never mentioned in the above-cited passages, 
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For the reasons stated above. Appellants believe the § 103 rejection for Claims 1-2 and 
4 is improper and should be reversed.
